“OTTAWA, Feb. 19th.—There are 
still some _ genuinely discouraging 
factors in the meat export situations 
in this country. This applies particu- 
early to bacon exports, but the dis- 
couraging factors are having some 
effect on other branches of the meat 
business as well. The marketings of 
hogs in the peak year 1944 were 
8,863,178 hogs; the figure for 1945 was 
5,861,505 and for last year the drop 
was to 4,465,159, very little.over half 
the 1944 figure. It is of course a 
different picture in relation to cattle, 
the marketings in 1944 being 1,528,947 
the following year 2,021,711 and last 
year 1,900,768. In the case of sheep 
and lambs the figures for the three 
years were 1,039,691, 1,233,484 and 
1,131,048 showing a fairly even trend. 
It is the overall picture which causes 
concern. 


Feed Shortage Primary Factor 


The feed situation is of course a 
rimary factor. Ontario was the 
argest hog producer before the war; 
it was exceeded by Alberta” during 
the war years, and now holds first 
place again, but it is going~to be 
dificult to maintain: the livestock 
herds in Eastern Canada even at 
present ievels during the present crop 
ear. The transportation difficulties 
ave prevented the East from getting 
adequate supplies of feed grain from 
the West, and reserve supplies of 
feed grains in Eastern elevators are 
pretty low. a 

Strikes on the Great Lakes shipping 
routes last spring had serious effects 
on the movement of ali kinds of grains. 
For example during the 1946 open 
season only 147,000,000 bushels of 
wheat were moved by great lake 
boats, .compared with 344,000,000 
bushels in the open season of 1945. 
The 1946 movement was tne lowest 
since 1938, and the movement of 
feed grains was last year proportion- 
ately low. As is well known, Britain is 
receiving less wheat than she needs 
as well as meats, and every available 
box car is being pressed into service 
for the transport of wheat to the sea- 
board. [For some time railways had 
been reporting other freight shipments 
are 8 per cent above average with 
grains down 7 per cent, and the supply 
of new cars and locomotives not 
keeping up with demand. Now the 
recent severe weather in the Prairie 


Provinces has thrown into sharp 
relief’ the dependence of Eastern 
Canada on estern supplies. The 


weather has slowed down not only 
livestock but feed grain shipments 
to the East. 


_Prolonged cold weather—the worst in fifty years—has strained to the, brcaking 
point facilities for transporting coal (and hence producing artificial gas and elec- 
tricity) in the United Kingdom,' Although coal production has been rising in recent 
months, shortage of manpower and arrears of repairs and replacements to mines and 
railways, resulting from the all-out effort of the war years, were heavy handicaps at 
a time of extreme difficulty. Miners and other essential workers remained on the job 
all last Sunday. Here we see Londoners queueing up to draw their small coal rations, 
baby carriages and toy wagons pressed into service as transport auxiliaries. 


Favored Position Likely To.Be Lost 
Not only transportation but labor 


shortage and the question of individual . 


choice between wheat and feed grain 
production enter into the general 
picture, but it is certainly a matter 
of ,the deepest regret that when 
Canada’s bacon has become established 
on the British Market, the favored 
position seems likely to be abandoned. 
Is the long range view of the farmer 
at fault? There is of course no question 
about either the farmer or. other 
Canadian citizens not being alls out 
to help the British in their food 
difficulties. 

A spectacular feature of the livestock 
export business has been the sharp 
increase in the export of dairy cattle 
and cattle for the improvement of 
herds. In 1944 dairy cattle exports 
were 36,475, in 1945, 47,308 and last 
year 64,647. In cattle for improvement 
of herds exports for the three years 
were 17,289, 24,180 and 27,536 
respectively. It is a matter for fair 
conjecture whether or not, in view 
of the sharp beef shortage in the 
United States, some of the cattle 
ostensibly going into herd improvement 
ound their ultimate destination on 


Domestic Wheat Price — 
Raised to $1.55 


On February 17th, the price 
of wheat sold for consumption 
in, Canada was raised from $1.25 
to $1.55 per bushel. Such an 
increase has long been sought 
by the Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture and its member 
bodies. The increase also applies 
to wheat for livestock feed.

The sale to Britain of $3,000,000 
bushels of potatoes (at $1.65 per 100 
pounds delivered to Canadian ports) 
is having a beneficial effect on the 
whole p otato market throughout 
Canada, even though actual de:iveries 
will be from Prince Edward Island. 
It has had a stimulating effect on the 
whole trade which is shown already in 
stronger prices.» :

Margarine 


VOTE UNANIMOUS 
AT CONVENTIONOF 
DAIRYMEN’S ASSN. 


Problems of Dairy Industry Dis- 
cussed at Largely Attended 
Convention in Calgary

PRODUCTION PROBLEM 


‘‘Inadequacy Responsible for Prac- 
tically All Our Difficulties,’’ 
Says Dairy Council Head 


Positive opposition to any kind of 
action by the Dominion Government 
by which the sale of margarine might 
be authorized in Canada, was 
expressed by unanimous vote of the 
Alberta Dairymen’s Association, 
meeting in Calgary last week. George 
E. Church of Baizac, President of 
the U.F.A., moved the resolution in 
which this view was expressed. A 
bill to’ authorize the sale of margarine 
in now before the Canadian Senate. 

M:jor problems of the dairy industry 
in Alberta were discussed for three 
days. Leaders and experts in various 
fields were heard at the general sessions 
and in the sectional meetings. The 
Convention was largely attended, and 
fruitful in the exchange of knowledge 
and experience which will prove of 
the highest value to those who par- 
ticipated. 

Most Serious Problem 

“The inadequacy of milk production 
represents the most serious problem 
with which we are’confronted, and 
it is basically responsible for practically 
all our difficulties.‘‘ declared Robert 
C. Smellie, President of the National 
Dairy Council of Canada, ‘I am not 
blaming the dairy farmers for the 
decline...a farmer, like any other 
business man, looks to the operations 
which produce the best cash returns 
for the least outlay of money and- 
labor...It is a national matter which 
concerns every person in Canada... 
The choice is whether or not we are 
going tocontinuein the dairy products 


O. S. Lengman, Deputy Minister 
of Agriculture, in reference to the 
demand for increased prices for dairy 
products, said this was quite under- 
standable and legitimate to a degree, 
but he was concerned about ‘‘competi- 
tive prices and competitive products 
associated with consumer reactions.” 
If the full weight came on the consumer, 
there would be “fa growing insistence 
that he be given access to cheaper 
products, if they are available, such 
as oleomargarine, or that he be per- 
mitted to purchase the same com- 
modities in open markets with open 
competition if they are obtainable 
at reduced cost.’”’ Mr. Longman 
believed that factors which increase 
costs of dairy production “should 
receive as much,,if not more attention 
than the price of commodities sold.’

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Hannam Opposes Effort 
to Introduce Margarine

That proposals for the introduction 
of oleomargarine into Canada made in 
Senator W. D. Kuler’s bill are im- 
practicable because the vegetabie oils 
needed are not available, and unfair 
because butter producers during the 
war accepted a comparatively low 
price in order that Canada might 
fulfill her commitments for cheese. and 
other dairy products. to wartime 
allies, was charged. by President H. 
H. Hannam of the Canadian Iedera- 
tion of Agriculture, in a recent state- 
ment. ““When farmers’ interests as 
butter producers are sacrificed for 
the general welfare over a period of 
five or six years,” said Mr. Hannam, 


“it is a most ungrateful act for a man 


in Senator Euler’s position to take 
advantage of the butter shortage to 
try to introduce a substitute product.” 
Mr. Hannam thought it would be 
worth while to inquire ‘‘what private 
interests are most likely to profit’’ 
from the Senator’s proposals. 


following attendance at the sessions 
in Winnipeg. ‘There were other vivid 
impressions, and one of the happiest 
was formed at the luncheon, attended 
by Alberta members of the Convention 
and other Aiberta visitors and guests 
from other Provinces too, with Presi- 
dent George E. Church at the head 
of the table and Norman F., Priestley, 
General Manager of the U.F.A. Central 
Co-operative, the genial toastmaster.

Price Stability Heavily Stressed 


While decisions were taken by the 
C.F.A. Convention upon numerous 
important issues, perhaps the most 
siguiliicunt were those which re-affirm- 
eu, 1m even most positive terms than 
those previously used, the judgment 
of the members of the Federation 
that stability of price levels and the 
assurance to the farm people of a 
Just share of the national income— 
What might be described as “income 
parity” rather than ‘parity prices’’— 
are major interests of agriculture. 

Lhe” Convention urged that the 
Canadian Wheat Board be made a 
permanent organization and that the 
present chairman be retained, and- 
strongly opposed reopening of the 
“Winnipeg tutures market commonly 
known as the Grain ikxchange.” It 
asked that a Koyal Commission be 
set up ‘for the purpose of establishing 


greater equity in the income relations , 


of the major functional groups in 
Our economic structure’’. 

That the farm strike in Alberta and 
Saskatchewan was ‘‘largely the result 
of the Government’s delay in implem- 
enting the recommendations oi the 
farm organizations as presented 
through tne U.4l.A.”’ was set forth in 
another resolution, which demanded 
‘immediate action to implement the 
recommendation for a commission 
to study price relationships to the 
end that we may obtain: a balanced 
economy as between industry, labor 
and agriculture.”’ 


Ask Conference Be Called 

That the l'ederation call a conference 
of leaders of ‘the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce, the Canadian Labor 
organizations, and of Agriculture,’ 
to inquire into “the conditions which 
would create and continue the level 
of national income which would make 
full employment and the distribution 
of factory goods possible”; and which 
would determine “the relationship of 
farm income andthe value of primary, 
products to national income,” was 
called for in another resolution, the 
principle of which was acceptable to 
the Convention, but the precise terms 
of which were left to the Board, to 
which it was referred. J. E. Brownlee, 
K.C., strongly favored action by the 


Federation to initiate such an inquiry. °

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ORGANIZATION BRINGS RESULTS 

The raising of the price of wheat for domestic 
consumption by 30 cents a bushel is to be welcomed. 
The Government’s decision will be appreciated. 
The Canadian Federation of Agriculture, and its 
member bodies, have served the farmers well by 
unceasingly stressing the injustice to the producer 
of the former domestic price policy, and they are to 
be congratulated on the outcome. ie 

There never was any sound reason why the 
Canadian wheat grower should subsidize the con- 
sumer of Canadian wheat and flour. Yet that is 
exactly what he hds been compelled to do for some 
time past. 

Though the injustice has been obvious from the 
beginning, and though farm organizations were 
quick to point this out, it required constant pressure, 
exerted over a long period of time, to induce the 
Government to raise the price of wheat for domestic 
consumption to the level of $1.55 a bushel, basis 
One Northern, which is the price at which wheat is 
being sold under the contract with the British 
Government. As the average price of wheat sold for 
export is higher than $1.55, the wheat grower is 
still subsidizing the consumer in Canada to some 


extent.

ECONOMIC DUNKIRK 

The British people are fighting an economic 
Dunkirk. Just as the heroic rearguard action of 
Dunkirk was vital to the survival not only of Britain, 
but also of all other free peoples, and of all that gives 
value to human life upon the earth, so the successful 
carrying through of the economic Dunkirk of today 
is vital to the world economy as a whole. It is being 
fought in the spirit of the Dunkirk of 1940.

This critical economic battle is seen in its most 
dramatic form in the struggle now being carried 
on to maintain essential services and restore pro- 
duction, at a time when the worst weather that has 


been known for fifty years has accentuated the 


difficulties due to coal shortage. 

That shortage, of course, arises from various 
causes—the fact that equipment could not be 
replaced during the war years, and the shortage of 
manpower, being among them. Coal production

The acute difficulties of the moment are of course 
symptomatic of much deeper and more far-reaching 
economic maladies. 
first two years of the war, when Britain was fighting

One direction in which action must be taken was 
indicated in a resolution adopted by unanimous vote 
of the Annual Convention of the United Farmers of 
Alberta in January last. 

Moved by Jack Sutherland, it read: 

The rapid increase in prices resulting from 
the gradual elimination of wartime control in both 
Canada and the United States has greatly 
reduced the value of the British loan in both 
countries. 

Therfore, be tt resolved, that this Convention 
suggest to the Dominion Government that if the 
necessity arises for increased luans or grants to 
Great Britain, such need be met with the greatest 
possible cunsideration, and further, that if any 
Dominion-wide loan be necessary for this purpose, 
we pledge the support of this Organization in any 


such undertuking.” oo

Both the relatively small United States loan to. 
Britain and the loan from Canada (relatively 
larger than the U.S. loan when our population and 
developed resources are taken into consideration) 
will be exhausted much more rapidly than had 
originally been anticipated. 

We cannot judge at this time what course the 
Republican Congress of the United States will 
take towards future economic arrangements with 
Britain. We think there is good reason to believe, 
however, that the United States will suffer gravely, 
that the likelihood of an economic blizzard there 
in the near future will be increased, unless exceed- 
inly liberal arrangements should be made. 

Our own position is clear. It is the very condition 
of continued health for the farming industry of 
Canada, and especially of the prairies, that our best 
customer shall be enabled to restore her economy 
to a high level of efficiency and productivity. 
Anything that Canada may be able to invest in that 
restoration will be a sound investment.

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In other words, grasses are 
bulky feed, the average sized cow 
being able to consume only enough 
grass for maintenance and the 
production of two gallons of milk 
daily. 

Cows with the ability to produce 
a larger quantity of milk must 
therefore be provided with addi- 
tional feed in concentrated form 
if production is to be maintained 
at the most efficient level. How- 
ever, young green forage is very 
rich in high quality protein and 
minerais and the feeding of high 
priced supplements containing 
these elements in conjunction with 
green growing pastures is waste- 
ful and should be reserved. until 
pastures are dry or for winter 


feeding. 
Make Fullest Possible Use of 
Pasture — 
Pasture provides the most 


economical feed for dairy cattle, 
and by providing a sequence of 
growing pastures throughout the 
longest possible grazing season, 
the cost of feeding the dairy herd 
can be greatly reduced. 

Generally, only one pasture is 
provided. to feed all the live stock 
on the farm, and frequently it 
is too small. To maintain good 
pastures, dairy men must have 
rotation and supplementary as 
well as permanent pastures for 
Summer feeding.

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View— Ask Early Statement 

re Higher Ceilings 

Cost of production should be the 
basis for determining prices of dairy 
products, declares the statement of 
policy adopted by the Dairy Farmers 
of Canada, at the annual meeting 
held in Winnipeg just prior to the 
C.F.A. Convention. 

In view of the request of the Dairy 
Farmers of Canada for an increase 
in ceiling prices to compensate miik 
producers for increasing costs, con- 
tinues the statement, “it is essential 
that the Government announce its 
policy as soon as possible to enable 
producers to plan their program” +f 
the production objectives set by the 
recent Dominion-Provincial agricul- 
ural conference are to be obtained. 

Protest was made against the main- 
tenance of ceiling prices at levels 
necessitating import of dairy products 
to satisfy domestic requirements; the 
organization announced its readiness 
to co-operate in meeting commitments 
to Britain but urged that domestic 
markets be not neglected; and endorsed 
the principle of grading all dairy 
markets. 


Uniform By-Laws For Co-ops 


The principle of encouraging pro- 
ducers to process and distribute their 
own dairy products co-operatively 
was approved by resolution and a 
uniform set-up of by-laws and financial 
structure for dairy co-operatives was 
advocated. 

The meeting also went on record 
as opposed to taiation of the final 
payments or savings of co-operatives. 
Cost surveys, such as had been 

carried on in Alberta for some eight 

ears, and on which the price of milk 
in the Province is now based, will 
have an important bearing on the price 
received for dairy, products all over 
Canada, declared Kk. H. M. Bailey, 
Edmonton, in his annual presidential 
address. 

“Nothing makes for progress so 
much as facts which can be maintained 
and supported,’’ he said, referring to 
presentutions made by the organiza- 
tion to the lederal Cabinet. Whatever 
the outcome of this meeting, Mr. 
Bailey declared it marked a turning 
point in future contacts with Dominion

The Convention reiterated demands 
or changes concerning income tax 
which have previously been pressed 
upon the Government. In regard to 
taxation of Co-operatives, it was 
recommended that ‘the representa- 
tives of agricultural co-dperatives which 
are members of the Federation pledge 
their support to the Co-operative 
Union of Canada’’ in its efforts to 


“secure changes in the Income War 


Tax Act favorable to co-operatives. 

It was asked that the Federation 
repeat former recommendations to 
the Government, asking it .to secure 
assurances from wheat importing 
countries against restraints in the 
future of international wheat trade, 
and of practical measures “to maintain 
a reasonable minimum level of wheat 
prices in international trade in return 
for which this country might reasonably 
agree to measures designed to prevent 
prices becoming unduly high during 
periods of scarcity.”’ The attainment 
of an international wheat agreement 
by importing and exporting countries 
was one of the objectives sought. 

A number of resolutions on the 
agenda were referred to the Board for 
action, while deeisions on others are 
reported elsewhere. ; 

In a most valuable outline of the 
U.S. farm price program, Meade T. 
loster, Agricultural Attache at 
Washington, told the delegates that 
in Working -out price ‘‘parities’” 
provision should be made to reflect’ 
changes in relative costs of producing 
various farm products.

New Rust Resistant Oats 


“Garry,” the new variety of Oats, 
is resistant to all known kinds -of 
steam rust, and to crown rust and 
smut as well, states Dr. C. H. Goulden, 
of the Dominion Laboratory of Cereal 
Breeding, Winnipeg, in a_ recent 
bulletin of Line -Elevators’ Farm 
Service. It is the result of plant 
breeding efforts begun in 1925. Seed 
will not be available for general dis- 
tribution until the end of the 1947 
crop season, but applications may be 
made to the Laboratury, and will be 
kept on file in the meantime.

Should Buy Chicks Earlier 

In connection with the feed situation, 
an intensive effort is being made to 
induce poultry producers to buy their 
chicks earlier from the hatcheries, 

referably in February and March, - 
loathe than increasing flocks) so 
that the birds will be producing eggs 


in the fall. The immediate object is 
to increase export supplies for Britain, 
which wants all the sheli eggs we can 
send to that country. As announced 
by the Department of Agriculture in 
Ottawa, the Special Products Board 
shipped 16,410,000 dozen fresh eggs 
to Britain between September 1,1946, 
and January 31, 1947: The Board aims 
to export 1,500,000 cases or 45,000,000 
dozen fresh eggs in period between 
September 1, 1947 and January 31, 
1948. Between now and next Septem- 
ber the Board expects to use one-third 
of eggs offered for. export as egg 
powder, the _ rest going as _ sheti 
eggs, with .about 18,000,000 dozen 
going into storage for shipment next 
all. . , 

In connection with the advice to 
buy’ chicks eariy, attention is drawn 
to the increased price of seven cents 
a dozen which Britain is willing to 
pay for eggs produced next fail and 
early winter. In relation to the dressed 
poultry contract with Britain, the 
Board is accepting up to 10,000,000 
pounds of dressed chicken and fowls 
at one half cent under the wholesale 
price ceiling. 

Campaign Against Warble Grub 


From a technical angle some help 
may be given to beef and dairy. 
production, the Federal Department 
officiais point out. This is through an 
intensive campaign against the warble 
grub. This pest which can be easily 
controlied, causes 25 per cent reduction 
in milk yieid, 10 per cent in beef 
production and an annual loss in hides 
of about $15,000,000. Grubs can be 
controlled it is explained by the 
application of rotenone wash. It 
should be applied first in March with 
two subsequent applications in April 
and May. During the war rotenone 
was in more or less short supply, but 
now there is enough of it for general use.

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Let Us Bridge Gaps of Misunderstanding

Dear Farm Women: : 

Well, the principal Alberta T'arm 
Conventions are over for this winter: 
They have probably attracted more 
attention this year. than they have 
since the two organizations, the A.F.U. 
and U.I’.A., have been two separate 
and distinct farm organizations. And 
anyone who looks at @ paper or listens 
to the radio has learned of the decision 
of the A.I’.U. not to adopt the plan 
for amalgamation of Farm organiza- 
tion in the A.F.A. 

My Own Personal View 

No doubt there are some in both 
organizations who are glad—and when 
I say both, I of course include the 
U.IT. W.A. There are others who 
regret it exceedingly. J think I have 
expressed my _ personal opinion a 
sufficient number of times that you 
know I was cne who hoped they wouid 
unite. Probably there were some 
others who were keenly interested 
who could best describe their action 
as I could, by saying they feit ‘‘sick” 
when the decision was made known, 

Of course we who are members of 
the U.I’'.W.A. must bear in ’mind 
that at one time we did just the same 
thing—we voted against amalgama- 
tion. I often think of Shakespeare’s, 
“There is a tide in the affairs of men 
which, taken at the flood, leads on 
to fortune; omitted,’’—quite a different 
picture is painted, Did we miss the 
tide? I sincerely hope not. 

But it does seem ridiculous to find 
two farm bodies sponsoring so many 
of the same resolutions, asking for 
almost exactly the same things, work- 
ing for the same ends in so many 
instances, yet not doing it with a 
united voice. For one thing, we talk 
about unnecessary expenditure, and 
yet we pay for the upkeep of two sets 
of organizations where one could do, 
and in the same breath talk about 
unnecessary government duplication. 
We also deplore the fact that other 
callings can not ste our point of view, 
yet we can not so try to unify ours 
that we can with one voice express ours, 

It is usually considered that unity 
gives strength and division weakens, 
yet we ignore that. And also we might 
as well realize our organizations have 
human weaknesses. There is no doubt 
that while the great majority in both 
organizations will work for the interests 
of the farmers as a whole, there are 
always some who will put the interests 
of their particular organization first. 

Heated Comments Best Forgotten 

During the debates heated comments 
have been made in public—and pos- 
sibly more. scathing in private—which 
were better left unsaid, but having 
been uttered are best forgotten. The 
thing now to do is to be up and at 
our work again. And that does not 
mean the passive form of watching, 
but the active form of doing. We are 
continually reminded that we are 
becoming.a-people of sitters and 
watchers and listeuers. We sit in our 
cars to get to our destination, however 
near it. may be; we listen to radio 
programs for our entertainment and 
we watch games instead of participat- 
ing. In our organizations we can not 
afford to sit back and let our..officials 
do the work and the thinking. It is 
up to us “as rank and file’ to try and 
bridge gaps of misunderstanding.

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‘The Wheat Situation 


By LEONARD D. NESBITT,

The price of wheat -for domestic 
consumption in Canada advanced to 
$1.55 a bushel on February 17th. 
This includes wheat used for human 
consumption and also wheat purchased 
for livestock feed. Prior to February 
17th the price of wheat in both these 
categories was $1.25 a bushel. 

Hon. A. MacKinnon, Minister 
of trade and ‘commerce, announced 
the increase in. the domestic price 
in the House of Commons, but he 
said the price of bread would not rise. 
Canadian people will still be privileged 
to eat bread made of wheat costing 
77 3/8c a bushel, which has been 1n 
effect since the crop year 1942-43. 
The Federal Treasury will pay the 
difference of 77 5/8c. The reason 
given for this policy is that the 
Government wants to keep down the 
cost of living. 

The cost of wheat purchased for 
livestock feeding has hitherto been 
on a price basis of $1.25 a bushel for 
One Northern, less a bonus of 25c¢ 
which has been paid by the Govern- 
ment. This price basis has been 
increased to $1.55 a bushel, but the 
Government will still pay the 25c 
bonus, making the net price basis 
$1.30. 

$15 Millions Annually 

The average amount of wheat used 
for human consumption in Canada is 
50 million bushels, and the 30c price 
increase will bring another $15 million 
annually to the Wheat Board for 
distribution to wheat producers. 

The annual consumption of wheat 
in Canada for livestock feeding has 
been running from 40 to 50 million 
bushels. A considerable percentage 
of this wheat is fed on the farm where 
produced, so that the price factor 
does not enter into the situation. 
The average sale of feed wheat to 
Eastern Canada and British Columbia 
has been around 25 million bushels 
for the past two years. Such wheat 
in the future will bring 30c a bushel 
more than in the past. Livestock 
feeders in the Prairie Provinces have 
also purchased considerable supplies 
of wheat for feeding purposes, and 
they will be affected by the price 
increase. r 

Farmer organizations have been 
working assiduously for a number of 
ears to induce the Government to 
increase the price of wheat used for 
domestic consumption. 


Priority for Grain Shipments 


The series of blizzards which oc- 
curred over the Prairie Provinces 
during this winter (mostly in Saskat- 
chewan) tied up. railway transporta- 
tion to a degree which has not been 
experienced for years past. ‘The hope 
that wheat and feed grains would 
move in volume from the West was 
dashed by these storms. With 77 
million bushels of wheat and 22 
million bushels of coarse grains in 
western country elevators ready for 
shipment, something drastic had to 
be done. Last week the Dominion 
Transport Controller ordered the two 
railway Companies to give priority to 
shipments of grain to Kastern Canada 
and the Atlantic seaboard. ‘This order 
will last for six weeks, and it is expected 
that during that period 1,200 cars 
daily will be loaded with grain. 

There is an acute need for wheat 
in the United Kingdom and on the 
continent of Europe. Canada is 
behind on deliveries on the British 
contract. 

Eastern Canada is seriously short 
of feed grain. ‘The Ontario Minister 
of Agriculture says that that Province 
alone is short 25 million bushels, which 
represents one-quarter of winter 
requirements. ontario and Quebec 
have experienced a stormy winter and 
livestock have been fed longer than 
usua! because of the farmers’ inability 
to deliver same over snow-blocked 
roads.
